Ts book is frankly propagandist. It 
is written by a man who obviously 
has suffered much as a result of the 
Italian occupation of his native country, 
and, very naturally, all his views are 
coloured by that fact. _ Nevertheless, 
there can be no doubt. that the Italian 
occupation of the Southern Tyrol—or, as 
the Italians prefer to call it, the Upper 
Adige—has been accompanied by many 
regrettable excesses. The age-old enmity 
between Austrian and Italian has found 
expression in unpleasant “ incidents ” in 
the annexed territory. As happens in 
most cases, “ outrages’’ have varied with 
the personalities of individual adminis- 
trators. Some Italian officers went so far 
in the Tyrol as to insist that all the 
inscriptions on tombstones must be in the 
Italian language; but it is difficult to 
believe that this case was not an excep- 
tion 

There has been a great deal of real 
hardship. The Southern Tyrol has a 
very large and homogeneous population 
of German-speaking people, and Signor 
Mussolini’s attempt to ‘‘ Italianise ’’ 
them in a few years has had the most 
lamentable results. During recent months, 
however, there seems to have been a 
change of front. The Duce, fearful 
always of French influence, has been 
scouting about for potential Allies, and 
has been making decided overtures to 
Vienna. In order, doubtless, to smooth 
the way for an eventual understanding 
between Italy and Austria, he has ordered 
a considerable relaxation of the occupa- 
tion régime in the Southern Tyrol.

IS is strange that Canterbury, richer in 
memorials than any other town m 
Kingland, should have had to wait until 
1930 for a suitable memorial to Richard 
Harris Barham. ‘Though eighty-five 
years have passed since his death, he 
popularity when Theodore Hook 
with whom he was ranked. 
have become dull and outmoded. The 
author of the ‘‘Ingoldsby Legends” holds 
an unusual position; for, though his fame 
rests upon one book, vet h» is in the fore- 
front both popularly and academically. 
Perhaps no author, with the possible 
exception. of Pope. has contributed so 
many quotations and = allusions to 
colloquial Knglish—truly a triumph for a 
licht versifier. 

Richard Harris Barham was born at 61 
(Canterbury, on the 6th 
1788, which was, incidentally, 
year of Byron and of Theodore 
afterwards became Barham’s 
close friend.

Professor Donnan’s Honour. 


Professor F. G. Donnan, C.B.E., F.R.S., 
who has just received the honorary degree 
of Doctor of Science from the University 
of Durham, is a member of a well-known 
Ulster family. He is the son of Mr. 
William Donnan, of Holywood, County 
Down, and was born fifty years ago. 

He studied chemistry at Queen’s Uni- 
versity, Belfast, and then went on to 
Berlin, Leipzig and London, working 
under distinguished scientists. In 1898 he 
was elected a Junior Fellow of the Royal 
University of Ireland, and then, after 
being an assistant professor at London 
University, he came to Dublin in 1903 as 
Lecturer in Chemistry at the Royal Col- 
lege of Science. 

Since 1913 Professor Donnan has filled 
the Chair of Inorganic and Physical 
Chemistry at University College, London. 
He is a foreign member of the Royal 
Academy of Science of Amsterdam and an 
honorary member of the American Chemi- 
cal Society. In 1928 he was awarded the 
Davy Medal of the Royal Society.

Hay-AC aking. 


Once again a spell of hot, dry weather 
in June tempted many farmers to cut 
their meadows, and once again they must 
wish that they had waited ; for they have 
had to spread out the drenched hay over 
and over again. In Ireland hay-making 
is an arduous and chancy affair; and all 
too often it resolves itself into a dour 
struggle with the elements, though in 
theory it is one of the most delightful of 
farming processes. In many parts of 
England it is a much simpler matter ; for 
the weather usually allows the farmer 
to cut his hay and to draw it in to his 
barns without any delay whatever. In 
olden times the practice of cutting 
meadows was. quite unknown, and the 
beasts were turned out to graze all the 
year ‘round, thus losing, in the lean 
winter months, the fat they had put on 
during the summer. In the West of 
Ireland hay-making is an uncertain affair, 
and visitors are astonished to find the 
meadows being cut at a time when 
midland farmers are starting on their 
corn. There is nothing more delightful 
than the sights and scents and sounds 
connected with hay-making, but all too 
often it is a nerve-racking business for 
the farmer. 


A CGrinity College Zoologist. 


Dr. F. W. Rogers Brambell, elder son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Louis A. Brambell, of 
Knockeader, Bray, has been appointed 
Professor of Zoology at Bangor University 
College of North Wales. Dr. Brambell 
entered Trinity College in 1918 with En- 
trance Prize in Natural Science, became 
a Scholar in Natural Science in 1920, and 
took First Class Honours with Gold Medal 
and Research Prize in 1922. In 19235 and 
1924 he took the re-— 
search degrees. of 
B.Sc. and Ph.D. in 
Cytology. In 1924 he 
migrated to London 
University: with the 
1851 Science. Research 
Scholarship, and took 
the London D.Sc. in 
1926 in Cytology. In 
1926 he was elected 
to a Fellowship of 
the International 
Education Board of 
the Rockefeller 
Foundation, and in 
1927 the trustees of 
the Beit Foundation elected him Medical 
Research, Fellow. In 1927 Dr. Brambell 
was simultaneously offered a Lectureship 
in Embryology in one of the Scottish 
universities and another in Zoology at 
King’s College, London. He accepted the 
latter, and at the early age of 29 goes 
from King’s College to the Chair at 
Bangor. Dr. Brambell was recently 
elected to the Vice-Presidency of the Royai 
Microscopical Society of London, and is 
on the Council of the Society for Experi- 
mental Biology. He also represents the 
Royal Irish Academy on the Council of 
the Lister Institute. Dr. Brambell’s 
book, ‘‘ The Development of Sex in 
Vertebrates,’’ has just been published sn 
the series of Biological Text-books edited 
by Julian 8S. Huxley. 


A Nine Days’ Wonder. 


In cricket as in no other game the 
mysterious and indefinable form plays a 
very conspicuous part. All sporting 
enthusiasts are familiar with periods 
during .which big scorés follow in rapid 
succession from the bat of some well-known 
cricketer. The performances of Don 
Bradman, the youthful Australian, during 
May, when he scored over four hundred 
runs during his first two matches of the 
tour, is an apt illustration of these periods 
of inspired run-getting. In this connec- 
tion, as in most matters connected with 
the game, Dr. Grace is credited with an 
outstanding and unequalled performance. 
Between August llth and 19th, 1876. 
“ W.G.” scored 839 runs in the course cf 
three innings. Opening with 344 for the 
M.C.C. against Kent, he followed this 
with 177 against Notts, and capped his 
feat with 318 not out for his county 
against Yorkshire at Cheltenham. This 
feat, on the difficult wickets of the last 
century, has never been endangered by 
even the most prolific run-getter of modern 
times. 


Royal Irish Academy Film. 


An interesting film made by the Pathé 
Company will be presented to-day by the 
Royal Irish Academy, with the co-opera- 
tion of Dr. A. M. Mahr, the Keeper of the 
Irish Antiquities Division of the National 
Museum. The film, which is a scientific 
record made for the Academy, shows the 
construction of an old-style coracle as used 
for salmon-fishing on the River Boyne. 
Dr. Mahr has gone to a great deal of 
trouble to obtain as complete a record as 
is possible, and in its permanent form as 
a film it will prove of great value to future 
generations.

From Our Sprectar. REPRESENTATIVEs 
BELFAST, Thursday, 
EI OW a protest was made by the Belfast 
Corporation against certain pro- 
posals in the Finance Bill, when it was 
before the Northern’ Parliament recently, 
was revealed at a meeting of the City 
Council this week. It seems that the 
measure increases the duties payable on 
hackney vehicles, as from January Ist 
next, and as the municipal tram and ’bus 
unde taking will be affected, the attention 
of the Government was drawn to the 
matter, the Town Clerk ,pointing out that 
the new rate of duty would impose a 
serious tax upon the Council’s transport 
system, and endanger its financial posi- 
tion. 

It was also stated that the new duties 
exceeded the limits of fair taxation. No 
notice, however, was taken of the Corpora- 
tion s protest until the bill had virtually 
become law. A letter then was sent by 
the Finance Ministry to the Corporation, 
to the effect that no good purpose could be 
served by discussing the question, as the 
bill had reached its third reading in the 
Senate. The Corporation, in tts latest 
protest, deprecates the haste with which 
the Finance Bill was passed through all 
its. stages—‘‘ a method of creating legisla- 
tion which is calculated to bring the Legis- 
lature of Northern Ireland into disfavour.”’ 

It is further suggested that the repre- 
sentatives of the capital city of the pro- 
vince are entitled to more consideration at 
the hands of the Government than they 
have: received in this instance. Yet, as 
the Government must raise money to meet 
the ever-increasing expenditure of the 
State, there is little hope that concessions 
will be granted.

HARBOUR DEVELOPMENT. 


The Belfast Harbour Commissioners 
made their annual inspection of the port 
this week, when satisfactory progress: was 
reported in all their works. I:xtensive im- 
provements have been made recently along 
the docks and quays, and the reclamation 
of sloblands is proceeding steadily. At 
present a new dock is being built, which 
will cost a large sum of money, granted 
partly by. the Ministry of Labour. 
Dredging operations are being carried on 
at the approach channel to this extension, 
but it will be a long time before the 
works are completed. 

The Commissioners, in 
their tour, visited the outer 
inspected the buoys, pilot cutters, and 
soforth, and found all well.

THE BIG MOTOR RACE,

has twenty-nine cars to represent home 
industry; Italy has eleven, France five, 
and Germany three. A team of three 
Renault cars is coming from France. 
This will be the first appearance of this 
firm’s cars in road racing of first-class 
importance since the War, and there will 
be a great deal of interest in their per- 
formance. There will be three Mercedes 
cars from Germany, and Italy will have 
six Alfa Romeos in its array. Great 
Britain is represented by teams of 
Austins, Lagoéndas, Talbots, Alvis and 
Lea-Francis.

| MALTA, Thursday. 

The Archbishop of Malta yesterday 
afternoon held a Confirmation Service in 
one of the churches of Sliema, a hamlet 
north of Valletta. About four hundred 
worshippers were present, mostly children. 

In the course of his address the Arch- 
bishop referred to the political and 
religious controversy, and said that the 
island was passing through most unhappy 
times. The Imperial Government had sus- 
pended the Constitution, and had retained 
the present Ministry in office “ to defy the 
Holy Father.” He was grieved to say 
that many persons who used to receive the 
Holy Eucharist daily had ceased to do 
so, preferring to remain attached to the 
Government Party. 

Alluding to the pastoral which he had 
issued jointly with the Bishop of Gozo. 
he said that it had be : published because 
great harm was being done to the Catholic 
faith by the present Ministry, who went 
so far as to congregate their followers in 
front of the Church of St. John to disturb 
him while he was celebrating Pontifical 
Mass. The pastoral had been issued, and 
was still there, and would not be with- 
drawn whatever happened.

STRUCK WITH A 
HATCHET. 


MANSLAUGHTER OF 
OLD WOMAN, - 


FIVE YEARS FOR 
YOUNG LABOURER.

EFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

John Martin, aged 18, farm labourer, of 
Derryshall, Bantry, County Cork, pleaded not 
guilty to an indictment charging him with the 
murder of Ellen Donoghue, at Derryshall, on 
18th May last. 

Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., and Mr. B. 
McGucken (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), prosecuted, and Mr, Walter 
Moloney (instructed by Mr. P. O’Grady), 
appeared for the accused. 

Mr. Rice said that the murdered woman 
was about TÍ years and lived in a little 
cottage with her granddaughter, Jane Barry, a 
little girl aged six years, Deceased was 
known to be fairly well off, and it was 
possible that the motive of the crime was 
robbery. The accused was known to the old 
lady for three or four years previously, 
On the evening in question he went to her 
house, and, after some conversation, he took 


up a saw and remarked that it seemed rather 
weak. The old lady replied that it was 
strong enough for what she wanted it, or 
something to that effect. Accused then took 
up a hatchet and, after examining it, he 
struck her two blows with it, one directly 
over the right eye and the second under the 
eye. The woman screamed for help, and the 
accused, apparently terrified, left the house 
without taking anything. On the 19th May 
the injured woman was removed to 
Skibbereen Hospital, where she died, asa 
resnit of her injuries, on the 12th June, 
THE EVIDENCE. 

Jane Barry, aged six years, a grand- 
daughter of the deceased. said that she saw 
accused strike her grandmother with the 
hatchet twice in succession. 

Sergeant Patrick Curran, Drimoleague, said 
that he took a statement from the old woman,in 
which she said that accused commenced to 
examine a saw and a hatchet, the latter for 
about twenty minutes. She spoke to him 
about where he was going to sleep and he 
replied that he did not know, After saying 
this he did not speak again for about seven 
minutes, and then she remembered getting 
an awful blow over the eye. When arrested 
and charged accused said ' I have nothing 
to say.” 

Dr. T. J. O'Mara, Skibbereen Hospital, 
said the woman died from heart failure 
caused by the shock, incident on the attack 
which had been made upon her. 

This closed the case for the prosecution. 


THE DEFENOE. 

Mr. Moloney, opening the defence, said 
that the accused emphatically denied that he 
murdered the woman. The most outstanding 
feature of the case was that there was no 
motive that could be adduced, The sugges- 
tion of the State that the boy 
killed the poor woman to get her money was 
not borne out in the evidence of the State 
witnesses, What happened was the result oj 
accidental circumstances. The woman lived 
for three weeks and some days after receiving 
the injuries, and counsel submitted it was 
possible tnat she died from quite another 


ailment. 

Dr. George Little, Rathgar road, Dublin, 
said that he bh I carefully considered the 
evidence and read the very full report of Dr, 
O'Mara on the case. He ;zreed with every- 
thing except the conclusion that the old 
woman died from the effects of the blow. 
The report showed that deceased had fatty 
degeneration «f the heart, which was one cf 
the commonest causes of sudden death, and 
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one that very frequently was not detected 
until the time of the final illness) This 
woman was old, and had a very weak heart, 
and, if the wound had been very severe, he 
thought she would have immediately suc- 
cumbed. Death from shock usually occurred 
within ten days after the shock, but in this 
case the subject survived for nearly a month, 
and appeared to have recovered from the 
effects of the shock when she died of heart 


failure. 
ACCUSED'S EVIDENCE. 

Accused, giving evidence, referred to his 
visit tothe ms and said thathe sat down 
and examined a saw and said it was weak. 
She said it was all right for her use, He 
then took up a hatchet and examinéd it. 
After some time the old woman told him 
to go. When she told him to go heme she 
was in a very bad humour, and called him 
an offensive name. He then struck her with 
the hatchet. 

Mr. Moloney—-What made you strike her”

You did not go there to kill the woman?--

VERDICT AND SENTENCE. 

The jury uitted the accused of the 
charge of murder, but found*him guilty of 
manslaughter. 

Mr. Justice Meredith expressed agreement 
with the jury’s finding. 

Mr, Moloney said é would ask for per- 
mission to give evidence of the mentality of 
the accused in mitigation of sentence. 

Dr. Little, recalled, stated that he had, in 
conjunction with Dr. Hackett, the prison 
doctor, examined the accused, and he came 
to the conclasion that he was of subnormal 
type. There was no question of insanity, 
but the prisoner was exceedingly stupid and 
lacked concentration. In the _ well-known 
classification he was of D3 mentality. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said it was a serious 
case, and he would sentence the accused to 
five years’ penal servitude.

RECALLED. 


SLANDER ACTION 
DISMISSED AT DUNGARVAN. 


At Dungarvan Circuit Court yesterday, 
before Judge Sealy, Patrick orrissey, 
labourer, Stradbally, who was one of the 
ten persons charged with the murder of the 
missing postman, Laurence Griffin, and who 
were all discharged, claimed £300 for alleged 
slander from James Flynn, an ex-British 
soldier, aiso of Stradbally. 

Morrissey gave évidence that after his dis- 
charge he got work at a quarry, and when 
he reported there the defendant jumped at 
him and said: '“' You ave a murderer,” and 
. You were standing at Whelan’s corner the 
morning after the murder.’’ Flynn, he said, 
further asserted that plaintiff took a false 
oath in Waterford, and when he denied it 
Flynn called him a b— liar. He also 
threatened to blow plaintiff's brains out. 

Cross-examined, Morrissey admitted that he 
was six weeks in jail, charged with the 
murder, and that the village of Stradbally 
was divided over the missing postman, 

Referring to a preliminary action listed in 
Dublin for £300, witness said that if he 
the damages he would want the money 
badly. 

The defence was a complete denial that 
the words were used, and, if they were, thet 
they were merely abuse. 

His lordship dismissed the action, with 
costs, on the grounds that when the writ 
was originally served in the Court nó 
continuing notice wag served, and the Circuit 
Judge had, thérefore, no jurisdiction.

irritations that are caused to. traders 
and tourists by the Customs barrier 
between the Irish Free State and 
[Northern ~.and. — Along’ the border, 
from Dundalk to Derry, there are 
no fewer than seventeen Customs posts. 
Every one of these posts requires a dupli- 
cate staff—one of Free State and the other 
of Northern officials—and the cost of their 
maintenance must be very large. The 


} Customs barrier was erected when the 


Free te left the British fiscal system 
to set up housekeeping on its own account. 
‘Some kind of Customs control was inevit- 
able; but the adoption of protective tariffs 
by the Free State Government has re- 
sulted in a highly complicated condition 
of affairs, which is' doing untold harm to 
the country. One of the most irritating 
aspects of the barrier is its effect on motor 
traffic. The motorist who wishes to go 
from tlie Free State to Northern Ireland, 
or vice versa, is forced to involve himself 
in a series of negotiations which deprive 
his trip in advance of all its pleasure. 
He must acquire a triptyque, deposit 4 
sum of money with the Automobile Asso- 
ciation—if he happens to be a member of 
that excellent institution—and provide a 
banker’s guarantee for a further sum. 
Then he must present himself at the 
border during certain specified hours. If 
his car has British tyres, he must comply 
with one set of rules; if they are of 
foreign origin, he must comply with 
another: The whole business is so annoy- 
ing and so wasteful that Ireland is losing 
a profitable source of income. 

Ireland's artificial division 
States has given rise to many anomalies. 
Derry is the distributing centre for North 
Donegal. The Customs frontier is only 
four miles from the centre of the city, and 
the inhabitants of Donegal, who continue 
to buy their goods where they always have 
bought them, : are forced to pay duty on 
this, that and the other thing which they 
take back to their homes. This unnatural 
divorce of Derry from its economic hinter- 
land. has encouraged a regular system of 
smuggling. Large quantities of illicit 
spirits are smuggled across the frontier 
from Donegal to Derry, and Free State 
shoppers in the city adopt every plan 
to evade the payment of duties on 
their purchases. From end 
the border to the other this smuggling 
is practised. The Customs barrier largely 
is a farce. Probably it is effective 
in respect of large consignments of goods 
from one side of the Border to the other; 
but the patrolling of the whole frontier 
would be utterly impossible, and, so long 
as a field or a hedge remains without strict 
supervision, the fertile minds of the 
people: will find ways and: means of 
smuggling. Indeed, we are quite prepared 
to believe that the amount of duty col- 
lected on both sides of the Border is not 
sufficient to pay for the upkeep of the 
frontier stations. People of all shades of 
of opinion, North and South, are unani- 
mous in their condemnation of the present 
system, but nobody is doing anything to 
remedy it, , 

The ideal solution would be a Zollveretn 
embracing Great Britain, Northern Ireland 
and the State. If, and when, 
Empire free trade becomes an accom- 
plished fact, there will be no further 
need for Customs posts along the 
border, In the meanwhile, however, much 
can be done to alleviate the existing 
situation. The first step, as our Belfast 
Correspondent suggests to-day, ought to 
be the exchange of Trade Commissioners 
between Dublin and Belfast. Nothing at 
all can be done to remove the irritations 
of the. border while the Free State and 
Northern Governments have no contact 
with each other. We understand that 
motorists can pass more or less freely 
between Canada and the United States, 
and even between France and Belgium. 
Surely some arrangement could be made 
whereby Irish motorists could drive 
through their own country without let or 
hindrance. It seems that omnibuses from 
Northern Ireland are not allowed, trip- 
tyque or no triptyque, to remain in the 
Saorstát for more than a certain number 
of hours, with the result that the tourist 
traffic from the North has been impaired. 
This kind of thing is sheer madness. It 
could be avoided by the exercise of a 
little imagination, supported by good-will 
between the two States; and we consider 
that both Governments are guilty of a 
crime against their country by their 
neglect of their opportunities. The 
Customs frontier serves no useful purpose 
of any kind, and its retention provides a 
sad commentary on the patriotism, as 
well as on the intelligence, of the men 
who. hold office in Dublin and Belfast.

Happily, President Hoover is a man of 
sound judgment, and we notice that he 
has discouraged the agitated senators with 
a reminder that any measures to stop the 
safety valve of Wall street would add to 
the present economic and ‘industrial de- 
pression. In the present state of American 
affairs Wall street offers a barometer which 
those who run may read. No doubt, it is 
capable of improvement, and the delicacy 
of its readings leaves much to be desired ; 
but, without question, all adjustments 
ought to be made in a direction contrary 
to that envisaged by the nervous senators. 
Since the War much of the prosperity of 
the United States has been artificial. 
Even apart from the War and its results, 
American progress, to a large extent, has 
been exaggerated by Americans as well as 
by foreigners. This error is mitigated 
partly by the fact that a large proportion 
of the country still is undeveloped, and, 
therefore, represents untapped wealth. 
Nevertheless, it must be admitted that 
the spending and speculation of the United 
States have outrun temporarily the 
standard of its actual productive wealth. 
Thus the real grievance against the panics 
of Wall street ought not to be their 
Occurrence, but their belatedness; for, if 
they had taken place earlier, the weight 
of their incidence would have been less. 
A realisation of this truth is growing, 
and, when it has become general, the 
United States may look forward to a 
further era of progressive prosperity.

Scarcity in Russia. 


The last decade has furnished many 
signs that the communistic creed, however 
attractive it rings in the pages of Marx. 
requires more than a philosophic backing 
to. make. it a practical policy for living 
men. Its Russian adherents, in a despe- 
rate attempt to conceal its inefficacy, 
have modified, blended and, by cunning 
and “' reactionary ”’ interpolations, trans. 
formed it out of recognition. Now the 
final test has been applied. A polity’s 
success is measured by the welfare of the 
people which practises it; and, judged by 
that standard, Communism has been 
found wanting. According to the Berlin 
Correspondent of the Daily Telegraph, 
Russia suffers from so serious a shortage 
of food and other necessaries that the 
general price index has risen from 181.9 
to 187 in four months. In Moscow. where 
the standard of living is higher than in 
the provincial and rural areas, many 
foodstuffs are rationed, and most of these 
no longer can be bought in the co-operative 
stores which, under official control, 
normally supply the mass of the capital's 
population. None save young children 
may buy eggs; there are no more cattle 
for slaughtering, and clothing hardly can 
be obtained at any price. This sorry 
state of affairs is accompanied and 
illustrated by a quiet, but deadly, 
inflation of the Soviet’s currency. Between 
the beginning of 1928 and last May the 
roubles in circulation have increased from 
the equivalent of £167,000,000 to 
£512,000,000. Intense inflation of this 
sort is a confession of defeat. The Soviet 
Union has admitted already that it can- 
not pay its debts to foreign countries; 
but that is a matter of small concern to 
good comrades so long as foreign Govern- 
ments refuse to profit by the lesson. The 
Kremlin’s real troubles will come when 
the Russian people begins to worry about 
its creature comforts, 


The Oldest Man. 


The oldest man in the world has left 
Europe to take his ease in the United 
States. This reverend senior, one Zaro 
Agha, is a Kurd, a resident cf 
Constantinople, and, as the evidence shows, 
a sesquicentarian. Born in 1774, he has 
lived through the reigns of twelve 
Sultans ; he has been the husband of ten 
wives and the father of twenty-eight 
children, of whom he has survived. 
He is quite bald, and the last of his 
teeth failed to outlive the fall of 
the Emperor Napoleon III. In view 
of these facts, we can understand 
why the Constantinople Correspondent 
of The Times refers to Agha as 
“ one of the old school.” He lives solely 
On vegetables, fruit and sour milk, 
disapproves of modern women, and hankers 
vaguely after the quiet days of 1830, 
wh 1 he was on the threshold of a placid 
old age. Yet this Turkish Tithonus takes 
almost a juvenile pleasure in taxi-cabs 
and lifts, while wireless, gramaphones, 
aeroplanes and bicycles rouse him to 
boyish enthusiasm. Now he is afloat on 
the ocean, and we fear that Europe will 
not see him again. The United States, 
that transports whole abbeys from Europe, 
and bids fabulously for old masters, never 
will allow this genuine antique to leave 
its stores. | Moreover, he has a special 
interest for Americans; for is he not older 
than the Republic itself? Zara Agha had 
reached the age of two years when the 
Declaration of Independence created the 
United States. Now he must become a 
bait for interviewers and an argument for 
prohibitionists in the land whose birth he 


witnessed.

BANKERS AND DUTY ON 
FOREIGN GOODS.

It is officially announced. that at a 
meeting held at Hambro’s Bank, London, 
on Wednesday last—Sir Eric Hambro pre- 
siding—the following resolution was 
passed :— 

“ It is resolved that urgent measures 
for the promotion of inter-imperial trade 
are needed to secure and extend the 
market for Brit:sh products, both at home 
and through the export trade. Bitter ex- 
perience has taught Great Britain that 
the hopes expressed four years ago in a 
plea for the removal of the restrictions 
upon European trade have failed to be 
realised. The restrictions have been 
materially increased, and the sale of 
surplus foreign products in the British 
market have steadily grown. While we 
retain the hope of an ultimate extension 
of the area of free trade throughout the 
world, we believe that the immediate step 
for securing and extending the market for 
British goods lies in reciprocal trade 
agreements between the nations consti- 
tuting the British Empire. As... condition 
of securing these agreements, Great 
Britain must retain her open market for 
all Empire products, while being prepared 
to impose duties on all imports from all 
other countries.’’

THE INDIAN CHURCH ENDOW- 
MENT FUND. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMÓN, 

Sir,—The Archbishops of Armagh and 
Dublin, in their appeal to the Church of 
Ireland, on behalf of the Indian Church En- 
dowment Fund, point out that the Church 
in India loses this year her privileged posi 
tion. Like the Church of Jreland. she will 
be disestablished. Such is the effect of the 
passing through Parliament of the Indian 
Church Act. ‘This change involves inevitably 
serious financial loss: and 2n effort is being 
made, under the leadership of the two Eng- 
lish Archbishops, to provide an endowment 
for the three most important bishoprics of 
India—Caleutta, Bombay and Madras. 

A sum of £75,000 will be required for this 
purpose, and the two lrish Archbishops are 
asking the Church of Ireland to raise £250, 
and have suggested that on Sunday, July 6th, 
the first Sunday during the session of the 
Lambeth Conference, some addition to the 
regular collection be made in our churches, 
so that the Church of Ireland may have some 
share in the response to the appeal from the 
great Missionary Church in India. 

I have been asked by the 
Council of ths Church of Ireland to act 
treasurer, and shall be glad to receive 
subscriptions and collections,

Srr,—In your very full and clear report 

in to-day’s Irish Times of the Irish, Rifle 

Association case the following passage 

occurs :—‘* The Championship Cup was sent 

to the North London Rifle Club in September, 

1914, at the request of the holder, Mr, 

Maurice Blood, who was living in Dondon. 

That cup had not been returned.” 

The foregoing is an accurate report of what 
was stated by counsel in court, but Judge 
Shannon had before him an affidavit made 
last month by Mr. Maurice Blood, from which 
it appeared that, during the War, the Secre 
tary of the Irish Rifle Association wrote to 
Mr. Blood, making inquiries about the cup, 
and the latter replied, stating that it was 
deposited with the National Rifle Association 
(Great Britain), and at the same time sent 
to the Irish Rifle Association a written 
authority to collect the cup from the National 
Rifle Association. This authority was 
apparently not acted on, and Mr Blood 
found, after the Great War was over, that 
the cup was still in the same custody. Mr. 
Blood added (in his affidavit) that the cup 
was now in his possession and kept by him 
fully insured, and that he was prepared to 
deal with it according to the order of the 
Court. The cup, which is of silver and stands 
two feet high, was won by Mr. Blood tn 
1906, 1911. 1912, 1913 and 1914. It 
not been competed for since 1914. 

As counsel for Mr. Maurice Blood at 
terdav’s hearing. I would ask you to publish 
this letter, lest the words. in the report 
conveving that the cup had “ not been re 
turned ” by Mr. Blood might create a wrong 
impression as to his retention of it.

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TROUBLES OF THE 
INTENDING TOURIST. 


The troubles of the intending tourist 
were urged in interviews obtained in 
Dublin by an /rish Times representative. 

It was pointed out that a person who 
desires to visit Northern Ireland in his 
car is put to considerable inconvenience 
in finding either the whole of the duty on 
his car, or lodging £10 with an Automo- 
bile Association, of which he must be a 
member, and, in addition. providing a 
banker’s guarantee for the full sum of the 
duty before his car is permitted into 
Northern Ireland. 

Motor cars are used to-day by many who 
cannot easily afford to lodge as much as 
£10 with an Automobile Association, in 


addition to getting a banker’s guarantee ; 
and these Associations, having many such 
members, it is felt they ought to be satis- 
fied with, say, twenty-five per cent. of that 
sum as a security that members would see 
that their tryptyques were finally dis- 
charged on exit from Northern Ireland. 


OTHER BORDER CUSTOMS. 

When asked to suggest a means less 
troublesome aml inconvient for a resident 
of the Free State to visit Northern 
Ireland, the Irish Secretary of the Auto- 
mobile Association remarked that it 
might be worth the while of the Customs 
officials of the two States to look into 
conditions which prevailed on the border 
between other parts of the British 
Commonwealth and the United States of 
America, and on the border between 
France and Belgium. 


SERIOUS OBSTACLE. 


There is no doubt, said this official, 
that in a small country like this a 
Customs Jand boundary is a verv serious 
obstacle in the way of trade, and what 
makes it worse is the dificulty which the 
people experience in getting accustomed 
to such a sweeping change in adminis- 
tration. 

‘So far.as the tourist traffic is con- 
cerned—that is, those coming into the 
country—the motoring organisations such 
as mine have reduced to a minimum the 
pin-pricks of border regulations, but to 
the uninitiated and unarmed traveller the 
border undoubtedly is a considerable de- 
terrent to those who in the Free State 
would like to tour in Northern Ireland 
and those in the North who desire to come 
South. 

‘If it were possible to arrange a Cus- 
toms bond between the two States, it 
would remove considerable difficulties. 
By a bond I mean something in the waty 
of lumping the whole duties and striking 
a division or average.’ 

‘The British Customs,’’ he went on, 
‘has had no experience with land 
frontiers Customs until the Northern 
border was established, and the Customs 
authorities on both sides of the border 
may be well advised to consider and, per- 
haps, take example by the three thousand- 
mile frontier existing between Canada and 
the United States, where motorists pass- 
ing from one side to the other do so with 
little or no restriction.’’ 

Mr. Walter Sexton, Honorary Secretary, 
R.I.A.C., said they would all like to 
see the border disappear, but it was there, 
and they had to recognise it. It was 
sometimes forgotten that Great Britain 
and every other continental country had 
a Customs barrier, too. Since the border 
came into existence the difficulties have 
been considerably whittled down; for in- 
stance, in the granting of bonds, which 
is a great help to those passing to and 
fro, an advantage which is no where else 
i granted between any other two States. 

_ Tourists coming to the country with 
international passes ought to have no 
difficulty or trouble. Of course, the cars 
must stop at either side of the border to 
have. their contents examined, but the 
delay is not very great. 

Asked if he could suggest a simpler 
means of passing the border for the resi- 
lent in the Free State or in Northern 
Ireland, he said he did not see how it

DOMICILE. 


INCOME TAX AND 
SUPER.TAX APPEALS. 


DECISION OF THE SPECIAL 
COMMISSIONERS. 


—— ——$——— 


The Special Commissioners of Income 
Tax delivered their reserved judgment at 
Dublin Castle yesterday in the case of the 
Earl of Iveagh (deceased) v. the Revenue 
Commissioners, which was remitted to 
them some time ago on an order of the 
Supreme Court for the purpose of de- 
termining as a pure question of fact the 
domicile of the late Earl. 

It will be recalled that the Commis- 
sioners, as a first court of appeal from 
the decision of the Revenue Commis- 
sioners, held that Lord Iveagh was domi- 
ciled in Saorstat Eireann up to and in- 
cluding the year 1926-27, and that he had 
not acquired a domicile of choice in Eng- 
land, but they appeared to be influenced 
in their decision by considerations of law. 

The representatives of the late Earl ap- 
pealed to the High Court, and there ob- 
tained a judgment in their favour, the 
judges holding that legally Lord Iveagh 
prior to his death in 1 was not domi- 
ciled in the Irish Free State. Questions 
of residence and ordinary residence were 
also involved, but the main issue was the 
question of domicile. | 


APPEAL TO SUPREME COURT. 


The Revenue Commissioners then ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court, where, after 
hearing prolonged arguments on both 
sides, the judges held that domicile 
in this case was a pure question 
of fact to be determined by the 
Special Commissioners on appeal, and 
that the High Court had no jurisdic- 
tion in the matter. The case was accord- 
ingly remitted to the Commissioners to 
decide the issue as a question of fact. 

Further lengthy arguments, on the 
evidence already embodied in the case 
stated, were heard by the Commissioners 
from counsel on both sides, and at the 
conclusion they reserved their judgment. 


THE DECISION. 


Yesterday they announced that on the 
facts before them the late Earl of Iveagh 
was domiciled in, and was also a citizen 
of, Saorstat Eireann for the years of as- 
sessment covered by the appeals. 

This decision, being a finding of fact, 
is, it is understood, final for purposes of 
income tax and super-tax, and there is no 
appeal from it. The case has now been 
going on at intervals for almost three 
years, and considerable sums in counsel's 
fees, etc., must have been expended. 

The decision will involve the payment 
‘of a very substantial sum to the Free 
State Exchequer. 


THE CASE RECALLED. 

In the case stated by the Commissioners 
for the special purposes of the Income Tax 
Acts, which came before the High Court 
as far back as March, 1929( it was set out 
that the late Earl of Iveagh had appealed 
against the following assessments’ to 
income tax under cases 4 and 5 of 
Schedule D of the Income Tax Act, 1918, 
in respect of foreign securities and foreign 
possessions :— 


on the ground that he was not a person 
residing in Saorstat Fireann in any of the 
years Of assessment to income tax from 
1923-24 to 1926-27, and as regards to the 
assessment to super-tax for the year 
1925-24 that he was not a person residing 
in Saorstat Eireann in the year 1922-253. 

The appellant also claimed that he was 
not domiciled, and that he was not 
ordinarily resident, in Saorstat Eireann 
in any of the years of assessment. 

The Revenue Commissioners will be en- 
titled to death duties on that portion of 
the estate which is situated in the Irish 
Free State, and to income tax and super- 
tax for the years in which the late Lord 
Iveagh was found to have been resident 
here, from any income arising from the 
Irish Free State or brought in during 
those particular years.

Fortunes made and lost by Henry Spence 

Horne, the financier, were described in the 

London Bankruptcy Court before Mr. 

Registrar Warmington vesterday. 
_ oa i to Mr. Horne’s statment of 

affairs, his liabilities amount to £831,799 

(ranking £428,886), and his assets to 

£84,652 net. 

In his deficiency account, Mr. Llorne 
returns his net loss since November, 1928, 
at £664,328, and his loss on farms at £25,250, 
ana their depreciation at £51,487. Liabilities 
on guarantees are estimated at £50,000, and 
household and personal expenses (includin 
staff wages, business expenses) at £37,04 
during the same period 

Mr. Horne said that as a stockbroker 
in 1913 he had £25,000. By 1923 his capital 
exceeded £120,000, and he became interested 
in cement undertakings. In 1930 he was 
interested in farming, and during. the last 
two years he also bred racehorses. He had 
expended over £100,000 on his farms. 

n 1928-9, Mr. Horne said, he provided 
£20,000 (of which £2,400 was repaid) to meet 
the expenses of Sir Henry Segrave’s success- 
ful attempt to recover for Great Britain the 
world’s motor s record. By the end. of 
1928 capital had increased to £483,254, but, 
in consequence of foreign competition in 
cement and the general unsettled state of the 
industrial market last year, his shares depre- 
ciated considerably.

DAMAGE IN 
CALCUTTA. 


NATIVES FEAR OF THE 
SERPENT GODDESS. |

CALCUTTA, Thursday. 

Two earthquake shocks, followed by a 
number of tremors, were felt in North- 
Eastern India, including Calcutta, early 
this morning. The severity of the shocks 
may be judged from the fact that the 
seismographs of Alipore Observatory were 
thrown out of order, and no record was 
obtained, except that the epicentre of the 


shock was probably in West Assam, where 


it was apparently very severe. 

A telegram from Gauhati, Assam, states 
that nine severe shocks were recorded there 
between 2.26 a.m. and 8.45 a.m, to-day. 
The first damaged several buildings, and 
caused a general breakdown of telegraph 
wires, and injured many persons. The 
first shock lasted four minutes, and slight 
shocks were felt subsequently. \ 


A SEVERE SHOCK. \ 


A report from Shillong, Assam, states 
that a shock of great intensity was re- 
corded there at 2.36 a.m., followed sub- 
sequently by a series of shocks of moderate 
force about every other minute. 

Reports have been received from several 
places on the metre gauge section of the 
Eastern Bengal Railway of damage to 
bridges and the permanent way. Trains 
are running, however, at restricted speeds 
on all sections, except two. News is diffi- 
cult to obtain, as telegraphic communica- 
tion is interrupted. 


PROPITIATING A DEITY, 

Calcutta itself was shaken at ó minutes 
to 3, and a number of buildings sustained 
damage. Huge blocks of flats in the 
Ghooringhe area shook and swayed, and 
many people were flung from their. beds. 
Numbers of persons had a nasty fright, 
and rushed from their houses and camped 
on the Maidan until dawn. 

In the Indian quarters crowds surgei 
into the streets, and conch shells were 
blown to propitiate the presiding deity, 
Bashuk, the serpent goddess, who holds tlie 
universe in her hgod. Sometimes she 
changes her position, thus causing an 
earthquake, which is supposed to be a 
punishment for the sins of the people. 


GOVERNMENT BUILDINGS 
DAMAGED. 

Considerable damage was done to the 
High Court buildings.. The minaret cf 
the tower over the entrance was badly 
cracked, and most of the arches over the 
corridors wery severely shaken, especial! 
those of the judge’s corridors in the new 
buildin,-. Wide cracks have been dis- 
covered there. 

Slight damage is reported to some of the 
arches of Government House, originally 
built in 1806. ! 

Shocks were also felt in the Comilla 
and Hooghly districts, and in other parts 
of Bengal, but no damage is reported. 
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SIMON REPORT 


ATTITUDE OF INDIAN 
GOVERNMENT. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT 
SIMLA, Thursday. 

During the last few days there has 
been a good deal of speculation in India 
and England as to the attitude of the 
Government of India towards the Simon 
Report and the Round-Table Conference. 

he attitude of the Indian Govern- 
ment, so far as can be gathered from 
well-informed circles, is that they are not 
disposed to regard the Report as the last 
word on the subject of constitutional 
reforms. At the same time, they consider 
that the Simon recommendations would 
come up for consideration at the Confer- 
ence. At no stage have the Government 
thought that the Report could be shelved. 
On the contrary, they think that it is a 
State document of great importance, 
requiring careful examination, not only 
by the Government of India, but also by 
the Provincial Governments and by 


Indian politicians. 


AN OPEN MIND, 

The position which the Government of 
India took in the beginning, and which 
was endorsed by the Viceroy in his 
declaration, and also in his speeches sub- 
sequently, shows that the Government of 
India have a perfectly open mind, are 
busy examining details from day to day, 
and are in close touch with local Govern- 
ments to ascertain their views. 

When the Government of India’s pro- 
posals are definitely formulated, presum- 
ably, they will be forwarded to His 
Majesty’s Government, who will have 
liberty to place them before the Round- 
Table Conference or before Parliament. 


THE CLEAN SLATE. 

By the expression that the Round- 
Table Conference will write on a clean 
slate, it is only meant that the discus- 
sions at the Conference will be absolutely 
unfettered and uninfluenced, and will be 
based on free and frank discussion of all 
issues raised by the Simon Report and 
other constitutional schemes now in the 
field, or by those that may be put 
forward. 

The Vicerov’s speech on the 9th instant 
will clarify the issues beyond doubt.

similar to the Act now operating in Cork. 

He said the rates were altogether too 
high, but he did not blame the Corpora- 
tion in that respect, because they had 
inherited a heavy legacy from their 
predecessors through the defective system 
of administration, There was not, as far 
as he could see, any hope of effecting 
economies, because the existing system of 
administration was obsolete and conse- 
quently ineffectual. Their Council lacked 
the necessary energy and driving force to 
do the business of the city. The only 
cure for their civic ills—and they were 
many—was to be found in the Commis- 
sioner system of municipal administra- 
tion, which had been successful in Cork, 
Dublin and other places. 


MOTION FOR DELAY. 

Mr. €. V. O'Malley, seconding the 
motion, said that the Commissioner system 
had worked with remarkable success 
wherever tried. 

Mr. C. Gilligan asked Mr. Bourke to 
adjourn his motion pending a committee 
of retrenchment being set up. If it could 
not effect economies, he would then give 
unstinted support to the proposition. He 
put that in the form of an amendment. 

Mr. E. R. Shaw said that a retrench- 
ment committee had already failed to 
effect economies, as their recommenda- 
tions were virtually flouted. 

Mr. J. Cronin seconded the amendment 
for the adjournment of the motion. 

Mr. J. Casey said that the motion 
should have been brought on on the day 
of the, Mayoral election, as it was then on 
the agenda, but Mr. Bourke elected to 
reserve it: for there was, he added, suffi- 
cient intelligence in the Council to carry 
on the public services in a proper manner 
and with due regard for the interest of the 
city. There was not any evidence of mal- 
administration. 

Mr. Bourke—I have not said so. 

Mr. Casey reminded the members that 
there was a bill to be introduced in the 
Dail shortly, whereby Limerick and other 
gounty boroughs would automatically 
cease to exist as at present constituted. 
They should wait for that measure. 

Mr. P. O'Callaghan said that as a Re- 
publican member he had come to give his 
me to that motion. 

Mr. L. Forde said that the motion 
emanated from the Chamber of Commerce 
and the Ratepayers’ Society, and was 
merely sponsored by Mr, Bourke. 

Opposing the motion, Alderman D. 
Bourke, T.D., said that two years ago the 
Fianna Fail group in the Counc! 
moved for a general revaluation ‘of the 
city, but were defeated. Had they ac- 
cepted it the rates would now. be fifteen 
shillings instead of twenty-four. 

Mr. Cronin having ‘withdrawn as 
seconding the amendment for an adjourn- 
ment, Mr. J. Angley proposed a direct 
negative that Mr. Bourke’s proposition be 
not entertained, and this was formally 
seconded by Mr. Cronin.

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BROADCASTING. 


IMPERIAL ASPECT. 


The Times to-day, in a leading article 
on Empire Broadcasting, says:—An ideal 
scheme for broadcasting to the Dominions 
would undoubtedly be a system of beam 
stations, each economically confining its 
energy in the direction of a particular 
lace in which reception was desired ; but, 
th view of the costly nature of such an 
undertaking, a more modest station will 
probably represent the next stage. But 
even an up-to-date station of much in- 
creased power and duplicate wave-lengths, 
with an almost continuous programme, 
will cost money, and it has yet to be de- 
cided who shall pay for Empire broad- 
casting. It might well be argued that it 
is not necessarily the business of the 
B.B.C. to provide this service, though 
they. are undoubtedly the body best 
qualified to do it if the expenses can be 
met ; and Sir John Reith told the Colonial 
Office Conference that whatever there 
might be of benefit in the British system, 
in British work and Britis: prestige, 
would be available free of charge to the 
Colonies, provided that the actual out-of- 

cket expenses involved in organising an 
mpire service could be met from some 


In the matter of upkeep it has some- 
times been suggested that the money 
should be provided out of the portion of 
the wireless licence fee of ten shillings, 
which is filched by the Post Office before 
the rest is handed over to the B.B.C. But 
there is little doubt that the oversea 
listener would be willing to contribute if 
a satisfactory service were forthcoming. 
Moreover, the homeland need not be the 
only one to broadcast. In time each 
Dominion may broadcast to the rest of the 
Empire. The only difficulties appear to 
be financial, and an attempt at their 
solution would certainly form a suitable 
item for the agenda of the Imperial Con- 
ference in the autumn.

INTERESTING EXPERT- 
MENT. 

The Times of today, discussing 
editorially ‘‘ The Meaning of Economy,”’ 
says:—The policy of economy can be 
welded on to the policy of fiscal reform. 
The vote of the Manchester Chamber of 
Commerce, the report of the Economic 
Committee of the Trades Union Congress, 
and the results of recent by-elections make 
it certain that there is a widespread revolt 
against the undiluted dogmas of free trade. 
It is not so certain, however, that the 
reaction has gone farther than a fairly 
general admission that fiscal experiments 
are worth trying: There is acute contro- 
versy as to what these experiments ought 
to be, whether a general protective tariff 
or a sélective tariff, or some form 
of the official control of imports. 
But the kind of experiment upon which 
agreement is the most likely is surely a 
revenue tariff on imported manufactures, 
to a degree not likely seriously to raise 
prices nor to react upon the employment 
given by the importing trades. 

Such a tariff has never been ruled out 
by any moderate school of fiscal thought, 
and could raise very important sums. The 
tofal annual value of the imports of 
thanufactures is about £320,000,000. 
Assuming that a duty of 10 per cent. 
lowered the volume and the value by one- 
third, the yield would be about 
£21,000,000 a year. This sum, added to 
the total of economies, would free

most harniful taxes, whether those on com- 
pany reserves or the estate duties or the 
remainder of the rates upon industry. 
Such an experiment is at once too pro- 
mising and .oo inoffensive to be frustrated 
by barren quarrels between personalities, 
to all of whom it must appeal.

HOWTH. 


EIGHT PERSONS 
INJURED. 
THREE SERIOUSEY 


TRAIN CARRIES CAR 
120 YARDS. 


Two men, two women and four children 
were injured when a train ran into a saloon 
motor car at. the Claremont level crossing, 
Howth, County Dublin, yesterday evening. 
The train, which was proceeding to Howth, 
hit the car at a speed of about.thirty miles 
an hour, sited it along in front of it 
for about 120 yards, and smashed it to 

leces. 

Although three persons were seriously 
injured, the occupants of the car had an 
extraordinary escape from death. 

The names of the passengers are : 

James Wright, aged 25 years, of Mill- 
town Pass, County Westmeath, a grocer’s 
assistant, who was the driver of the car, 
and an employé of the owner of the car, 
Mr. James Ennis, publican, Church street, 
Howth. Wright received severe head in- 
juries, and his condition is stated to be 
serious. 

James Malone, aged 18 years, of Seaview 
terrace, Howth, a messenger employed by 
Mr. Ennis, received head injuries, a 
fractured and lacerated left leg. 

Maureen Ennis, aged 8 years; 

Anthony Ennis, aged 6 years ; 

Patrick Ennis, aged 12 weeks; 
all children of the owner of the car, who 
received minor head injuries. 

Mary Alice Gaffney, aged about 40 vears, 
of Howth, and 

Jenny Leavy, aged 17 years, the 
children’s nurses, who also received minor 
head injuries. 

Kathleen Donovan, aged 10 years. of 12 
Church street, Howth, a companion of the 
other children, received serious head 
injuries. 

i DURING THUNDERSTORM. 

The accident occurred about 3.50 p:m., 
during a thunderstorm. The level cross- 
ing leads from the Howth road into the 
grounds of the Claremont Hotel. and 
normally the gates are shut when trains 
are due to pass. On this occasion. it is 
stated, the gates were not shut, and a high 
railway embankment prevented the driver 
of the car from seeing the train. A lorry 
from Dublin crossed the line just in front 
of Mr. Ennis’s car, and the driver. seeing 
the approaching train, made frantic 
endeavours to give warning to the car just 
behind him. He was too late. however, 
and in his reflecting mirror he saw the 
train crash into the motor car. 

The motor car was hit with terrific 
force, the front portion becoming jammed 
underneath the carriage of the engine. 
It was pushed along the line for some 
distance before the driver of the train 
could pull it up. Besides the driver and 
fireman of the train there were only two 
witnesses of the accident. The first was 
the driver of the lorry who had just 
passed over the crossing, and the second a 
passenger in the train who was leaninz 
out of the window at the time. There 
were a number of people, however, in the 
hotel grounds who heard the crash. and 
these included two doctors and a priest. 

They rushed ont, and it was this prompt 
medical attendance that saved the lives of 
Wright and Malone, who were bleeding 
profusely. A principal artery in Wright's 
throat had been severed. 

Within two minutes all the people had 
been taken out of the wrecked car. This 
was done with some difficultv. because 
the body of the car had been broken and 
twisted about. 

LUCKY ESCAPES. 

The baby, the other two, the Ennis 
children, and their two nurses, who were 
seated in the back of the car, had lucky 
escapes, principally due to the fact that 
the train hit the front of the car. All 
their injuries were due to broken glass, 
although, of course, they received a severe 
shaking and shock. 

Dr. O'Carroll. of Lucan, and Dr. 
Coulihan, of London, guests at the hotel, 
had some difficulty stopping’ the 
hemorrhage from Wright's jaw and 
throat. Hot water and towels were 
obtained from the hotel, while willing 
helpers rang up the Dublin Fire Brigade 
ambulance and the Civic Guard. The 
Rev. E. Doyle, C.C., Howth, anointed 
Wright as he lay beside the rails. 

In the meantime. Superintendent 
Hughes, Sergeant Nolan and Guards 
from Howth Station were on the scene, 
and they superintended the operations of 
clearing the wrecked car off the line, so 
that the train could proceed to the 
station, which was only a couple of hun- 
dred yards away. 

The Dublin Fire Brigade ambulance 
was on the scene within half an hour 
after the accident. and Wright. Malone 
and the girl, Donovan, were taken in it 
to the Mater Hospital. The two nurses 
and the three children had been taken 
into the Claremont Hotel and treated 
there by Dr. Coulihan before being taken 
home, where Dr. Ahern, of Howth, 
attended to them I their 
injuries. 

Later in the evening the nurse, Mary 
Alice Gaffney, was rushed to a Dublin 
hospital, her injuries having proved more 
serious than at first thought 

The baby, whom peon!e at first thecht 
to have gone to sleep after the accident, 
had received a blow in the side of the head 
and was unconscious. 

The train service was temporarily dis- 
located, but Mr. Duffy, the station master 
of Howth, cleared the line for a resump- 
tion of services inside an hour. 

The explanation given for the failure to 
close the level-crossing gates at the time 
that the 3.30 p.m. train from Amiens 
street. Dublin, was due to arrive 1s that 
the signal bell in the gatekeeper's lodge 
failed to ring on account of the thunder 
and lightning storm which broke over 
Howth just then. 

TRAIN PASSENGER'S STORY. 

Stories of the accident. were told to au 
Irish Times representative by witnesses of 
the accident. 

Mr. Alfred Nicoll, of 6 Hammond street, 
Dublin, a passenger in the train, said 
that he was leaning out of the window of 
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his carriage, and as the train 
under the railway bridge just 
level-crossing he heard the driver 
his whistle. The train was then travelling 
at a speed of-about 30 to 35 miles an 
hour. When they were about fifty yards 
from the crossing he saw a green lorry 
pass over. “ 

Immediately after.it came.a Ford saloon 
car, and the train struck it as the car 
was in the centre of the erossing..; He 
heard the sound ofthe crash above the 
thunder and the noise of the train. As he 
watched from the window be saw the car 
being carried forward by the train. He 
was in the second ‘carriage from the 


_ engine, and he could see some people in. 


the car being thrown about. 


The train had caught the front portion 


of the car, which had actually broken in 
two, so that the rear portion had swung 


around parallel with the engine. It .was.| 


half over on its side, and Mr. Nicoll said 
that he saw a baby on the floor and lifted 
it out, | 
One of the women, who was bleeding from 
a cut in the head, got out through a window 
of the car and took the baby from him. He 
and other people who had arrived helped 
the other woman and the children out. It 
was with difficulty that they released the two 
men and the other young girl from the front 
of the car. The car was broken and twisted 
in an indescribable manner. Every window of 
ihe car was broken except the windscreen. 
Mr. Nicoll described the efforts of the 
driver of the train and helpers to get the car 
tree from the engine. A portion of the car 
was caught under the front bogey wheels of 
the engine. it took them about fifteen 
minutes to get the engine free, 
Dr. ffrench O'Carroll, of Lucan, who is 
staying at the- Claremont Hotel, said that 
when he heard the crash he ran up to his 
room for his bag, and, together with Dr. 
(oulihan, hurried to the scene of the accident. 
The occupants of the car were then out on 
He saw that Wright was the most 
sefiously injured, and he gave him first 
attendance. li took him ten minutes to stop 
the hemorrhage from the deep wound in the 
throat and the fractured jaw. He put about 
seven temporary stitches in the throat wound, 
Dr. O'Carroll said that at first when he 
heard the crash he thought that the train 
had beew struck by lightning. 
The driver of the lorry, J. W. Ruddock, 
of 37 Great Strand street, Dublin, rendered all 
possible assistance after the accident. He 
said that if he had been a second later he 
would bave been hit by the train instead of

Mr. DOUGLAS asked: the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce.if his attention had 
been drawn to the activities of a body call- 
ing itself the Irish Free State Textile Asso- 
ciation. That body, said Mr. Douglas, con- 
sisted of a number of firms in the general 
drapery trade, some doing a purely whole- 
sale trade, and some large retail firms also 
doing a wholesale trade. These firms acted 
and worked together, and, so far as he could 
learn, their object was to prevent manufac. 
turers from doing business with other firme 
which did not belong to the Association, or 
which they did not consider should be able 
to buy direct from manufacturers. 

The method adopted was to inform the 
manufacturing firm that none of the mem- 
bers of the so-called Textile Association 
would do any business with it if it continued 
to deal with any non-member of the Associa- 
tion that they disapproved of, In one case 
that had came to his knowledge, the manu- 
facturers, an [rish firm, were asked to submit 
a complete list of their customers to the 
Association, and, when they very properly 
declined to do so, their representative was 
informed by members of the Textile Associa- 
tion that he need not call on them. In 
another case a Dublin firm was informed by 
the representative of an English manufac- 
turer, with whom the firm had been doing 
business for about fifty years, that the Tex- 
tile Association was trying to get the manu- 
facturer to discontinue trading with it, 

Efforts had been made by the Association 
to get. English manufacturers to cease busi- 
ness with a well-known Dublin wholesale and 
stail warehouse whe were not members, and 
he understood that similar attacks had been 
made on a ,.purely . wholesale house 
which applied for membership of 
the Association but was refused. 

The principal object of the Association, no 
doubt, was to prevent’ retail shops from 
dealing direct with manufacturers, and so 
being in a position to sell cheaply to the 
public. 

“A SCANDAL.” 

He considered this matter little short of a 
scandal, and thought it time that the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce should look inte 
it. 

Irish retail and smaller wholesale and retail 
houses must buy as cheaply as they could. 
and they would not buy Irish goods if they 
had to pay a middleman's profit, when they 
could buy the same goods outside the country 
direct from the manufacturer. Even where 
there was a protective duty, the value of the 
duty in assisting Irish manufacturers to com 
pete would be destroyed if it had to be set 
off against the middleman’s profit, and, 
generally speaking, larger Irish retail firms 
would prefer to pay duty than to be forced 
gh a middleman’s profit. 

e understood there was a body in Eng- 
land called the Wholesale Textile Associa- 
tion endeavouring to operate on similar 
lines in England, and it was realised in Eng- 
land that trade was going to the Continent 
as a result, The whole question had been 
referred in England to the Restraint of Trade 
Committee, which had been set up by the 
British Government. The Free State 
Minister for Industry and Commerce might, 
he suggested, consider the setting up of some 
such Departmental Committee here to inquire 
into the matter. 

He had seen a letter from this Irish Free 
State Textile Association to an Irish manu- 
facturing firm, in which they stated that 
they were affiliated with the English Associa- 
tion, and demanded that the Irish firm should 
actually submit for their approval a list of 
the English retail.firms they did business 


with, 
THE BRITISH SUCCESSION, 

Mr. JOHNSON referred to the forthcoming 
Impeual Conference to be held in London in 
the autumn, and asked for a declaration of 
policy of the Free State in regard to the 
question of succession to the British Throne, 
and the right ef secession of #ny of the 
Dominions from the British Commonwealth 
of Nations. He thought that it would be a 
good thing for this country, es well as for 
the other Dominions, if a declaration could 
be arrived at that no force would be applied 
to limit freedom in the matter of secession. 

Another matter that caused some concern 
was that regarding Empire defence. They 
knew from the report of the Imperial Con- 
ference that considerable discussion had taken 
place in regard to this. He was anxious to 
know what was the position of the Free State 
touching this particular subject. The ques- 
tion had been forced on him by something he 
had read in the Simon Report, which was a 
serious State document." Hé was anxious that 
the position should be made clear that any 
miliiary action in Egypt or elsewhere by 
Great Britain was on behalf of the Empire, 
of which the. Free State was a part. They 
should make it clear that they had no 
responsibility for the use of the British Armv 
in any part of the world, and that the troops 
were not, acting on behalf of the Empire 
Commonwealth, 

Mr. ROBINSON pointed out the necessity 
for early publication of the report of the 
Ports an Harbours Tribunal. Until 
they had that report, he said, they 
could not do anything about the control of 
their shipping or the constitution of the 
Port and Docks Board. 

UNDER GOVERNMENT OBSERVATION. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for External 
Affairs, said that with regard to Mr. 
Douglas’s reference to the Dublin Textile 
Association, the activities of that Association 
were being watched. It was impossible to 
say how far the Association had authority 
to enforce the claims they were making. 

As to the Port and Harbours Tribunal, 
their report was in the hands of the printers, 
and he did not think that the time taken 
in preparing it was extravagant. 

The Simon Report had been referred to 
as a State document. It was not a State 
document of this State, and they had nothing 
whatever to do with it, Tf the subject 
matter was transferred to him by way of 
despatch, a letter of repudiation would he 
sent out at once, His activities would be 
beyond any sphere of usefulness if he had 
to attend to the remarks of representatives 
from various parts of the Commonwealth. 
If they were to act on the basis that the 
report bound every constituent State of the 
Commonwealth they would be acting under 
a misapprehension, 

IMPERIAL DEFENCE. 

“Imperial defence’’. had a meaning ten 
years ago which did not apply now. then 
meant a defence that could be carried on 
by Britain's Colonies, protectorates, and 
mandated territories, but it had no relation 
whatever to the British Commonwealth of 
Nations. 

On the matter of the 1929 reports, and 
what was said in paragraph 60 with. regard 
to the alteration of the laws affecting the 
succession to the Throne and the oyal 
styles and title, the view held here was 
that the questions of sugcession and secession 
were to be taken apart. One had fo relation 
to the other. 

If any of the present members of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations desired to 
secede, the only thing, to his mind, that was 
blocked by Article was secession by way 
of alteration in the succession.

INCOME TAX 
GRIEVANCES. 


On the report s of the Finance Bill, 

Sir JOHN KEANE moved an amendment 
providing that bank interest paid.in any 
year shall be allowed in assessing income 
tax as a deduction from the income received 
in the same year.’ He said that at present 
there could be considerable injustice, and he 
gave as an ineatance the case of a man who 
was assessed this year on last year's bank 
interest, although he had received no interest 
this year. It would be advisable that the 
procedure in England should be followed, 
end that the anddbitndnt should be made on 


the previous year's income, 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
that everything was being done to facilitate 
the taxpayer, consistent with the necessity 
for seeing that there was no loss of vevenue. 
No difficulty could arise in the present year, 
and before next year’s collection a change in 
the code would be considered. 

The amendment was withdrawn, and the 
report st of the bill was passed. 

POSITION OF THE FARMERS. 

On the final stage of tho bill, ahs 

Mr. COUNIHAN appealed to the Minister 
to revert to the old system of assessing 
farmers on one-third of their valuation in- 
stead of the whole valuation, If that was 
not possible the assessment’ should. be made 
on no more than ove-half of the valuation. 

Sir JOHN KEANE said that he had just 
seen a new income-tax form—138 L—which 
called for ‘a most terrible inquisition, , and 
which seemed to duplicate trouble arising 
from another form. 

Mr, BLYTHE said that the simplification 
of the forms for income tax relating . to 
farmers had been under consideration by the 
Revenue authorities for some time. He was 
prepared to consult with any committee of 
farmers to devise a form that would he 
suitable. Income tax on the profits of agri- 
cultural land did not affect the ordinary 
farmer at all. It only affected those who con- 
ducted other business in addition to farming. 

The Report stage was passed, and Standing 
Orders having been suspended, the bill finally 
passed, 

On the final stage-of the Housing, Bill, 

Mr. JOHNSON asked what the Minister 
was thinking about in regard to the Dublin 
slums. It. was not right to think of these 
people as spendthrifts, wastrels, and very 
poor. Thirty-nine per cent. of the car- 
penters were living in dwellings. two and 
more in one room, and 28 per cent. three 
and four in one room 4 the metal workers 
46 per cent. were living two and more per 
room, The Minister’s plan was to abolish 
rent restriction and to Mectatints the hous- 
ing subsidy, His attitude to the problem was 
not at all satisfactory, | 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local Go- 
vernment, asked why should the Government 
stand for any restriction of rent, for any sub 
sidy to the building of houses, or for any 
Government interference with the organisa- 
tion of the building trade. These were mat- 
ters which must be faced by everybody. The 
slum problem in Dublin was not a simple 
one, and something more than the building 
of additional houses was required. He knew 
that many families were living in appalling 
conditions, although earning £3, £4 and £5 
a week, and he knew that many of then? 
had no desire to shift from their surround- 
ings. There was in what were called slum 
areas very valuable property that required 
to be conserved with great care, and if some- 


amended, they could get onteide | 8580 | 
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thing were not done to conserve that pro- 
perty they would be faced with a much 
worse problem in years to come than they 
were faced with to-day. 

He believed that to make any impression 
on the housing problem they would have to 
get a cheaper type of house than even the 
lowest standard of the four-roomed house 
they were building at the present moment 
The present Housing Bill was offered to the 
Oireachtas as a continuance of the methods 
and policy of the Government, not only to 
provide housing for the people, but to stima. 
late the building industry, 

The bill passed. 


VOCATIONAL TRAINING. 


The debate on the Vocationa] Education 
Bill in Committee was resumed, - 

Professor O’SULLIVAN, Minister for 
Education. accepted an amendment from Mr, 
Johnson, subject to alteration in the word. 
ing, by which he sought to ensure that a 
Vocational Education Committee should not 
pay any salary less than those set out in the 
regulations to its teachers. The section as it 
stood provided that no salary should be paid 
that was not in accordance with the regula- 
Lions. 

The Committee stage was passed, and the 
Report stage will be taken next Wednesday.

LIVE STOCK TRADERS’ PROTEST. 


TRAFFIC 


The National Executive of the Irish 
live stock trade, at # meeting in Dublin 
yesterday, protested against the new rai!- 
way rates for live stock which have been 
fixed by the Railway Tribunal], and ap- 
pointed a deputation to wait on the rail- 
way company and discuss the subject 
with them, 

Last ‘night ihe company issued their 
reply to the complaints made at the meet- 
ing, ‘giving examples of the past and 
present rates and submitting that the new 
scale fairly represents a continuance of 
the old. charges and does not tend to 
revolutionise the cattle trade. 


THE TRADE’S PROTEST. 


“A VERY SERIOUS 
- MATTER.” 


Mr. Thomas Cassidy (Chairman) presided 
at a meeting of the National Executive of the 
Irish Live Stock Trade, held yesterday at 
Prosperity Chambers, Upper Sackville street, 
Dublin, 

The members present were:—Senator 
Counihan (Irish Cattle Traders’ Association), 
Messrs. Matthew P. O'Connor  (Stock- 
owners’ Association), W. R. Creswell, J.P. 
(North of Ireland Cattle Traders’ and Stock - 
holders’ Association, Belfast), P. T. Buckley 
United Cattle Traders’ Association, Cork, 

, W. Craig (Londonderry and North-West 
Cattle Dealers’ and Shippers’ Association), 
Michael Birmingham (Chairman Irish Live 
Stock Exporters’ and Traders’ Association, 
Dublin). 

A discussion took place regarding the in- 
creased railway rates on live stock, as fixed 
by the Railway Tribunal, 

The Chairman said 
was a very serious matter 
Irish cattle trade, and, in  conse- 
quence of its seriousness, he _ sug- 

ested that a deputation be appointed from 

e Executive to meet the chairman and 
directors of the Great Southern Railway 
Company, and explain the matters arising out 
of the new rates. In many instances the 
graded rates are far in excess of the old rates. 
Some of them were less, but, taking them on 
the whole, there is an all-round increase. 
These rates were not the wishes of the rail- 
way company, but were what the Railway 
Tribunal had fixed, and. instead of being a 
benefit they will be detrimental to the trade. 

Senator Counihan said that the members 
had very little information regarding these 
new rates, and he considered that they should 
he more fully informed before they discussed 
the matter. it had come as a great surprise 
to the cattle traders that the new rates were 
He pro- 
the matter be adjourned to a 
further meeting of the Executive, so that 
they would have the full facts of the new 
charges before them. No one seemed to 
have any information regarding the new 
charges. 

ABOLITION OF HEAD RATES. 

Mr. Birmingham said that, in addition to 
the abolition of the “ head rates,’’ there were 
other. concessions, such as vouchers and other 
facilities, which had been removed, and these 
would result in a loss to the railway com- 
pany instead of a gain. 

Chairman—I think the most practical way 
to deal with the matter is to appoint a 
deputation to wait on the directors of the 
railway company and. place the strong points 
regarding the increases before them. 

The Secretary (Mr. John Fleming) said 
before the rates became operative he made 
repeated applications to the railway company 
for a list of the new charges, but got no 
reply. In all his communications he pro- 
tested against any increased rates. He had 
no intimation from the company that they 
were about to abolish the ‘‘ head rates’”’ 
prior to the Ist July, but he understood that 
they had been abolished.

The Cork, Limerick and Waterford rates 
above given were special rates, but those and 
all, other exceptional rates for live stock, 
whether greater or less than the standard 
charges, were cancelled on the 30th June, 
with the exception of certain stations com- 

petitive with other railways. 

With regard to the above examples and the 
new scale settled by the Railway Tribunal, 
[ conclude—and I hope the public “will agree 
with me>that this new scale, which shows 
slight decreases as well as incregses, fairly 
represents a continuance of past charges, and 
does not tend to revolutionise trade, as would 
be inferred from the report of the meeting.

A couple of furlongs from home, Weston.

Press Gang than the distance that separated 
them as they passed the judge. Press Gang 
showed fine speed and splendid stamina, and 
Bosworth was quite powerless to get on terms 
with him.

BURKE BREAKS 
“RECORDS.” 


BRILLIANT DISPLAY 
AT LAHINCH.

In the thirty-six holes’ final for the Irish 
Native Championship, which was played here 
to-day, John Burke, of the Lahinch Club, 
beat Frank McConnell, of Royal Portrush, by 
6 and 5, and thus, for the first time, the 
Cup goes to a Munster club. 

For the thirty-one holes McConnell fought 
as hard as any golfer in his position could, 
and he played as well as ever he played in 
Irish championships, but Burke produced 
golf of a type that he never disclosed before. 
and scored figures that have never been 
registered on this course. The bogey for the 
links is now 77, and a rather difficult one et 
that, but in the morning Burke turned <n 
37 and finished in 75, with a 6 at the twelfth, 
where he found an impossible lie off a 
lengthy, but sliced, drive, and was over the 
green with a do or die effort to get out of 
the trouble. McConnell, for the round, was 
but one stroke worse, one better than tlie 
““ Colonel.” 

In the afternoon, Burke, for the first nine, 
had an approximate 34, and finished in a 
5 and three 3's, and McConnell’s figures were 
39 for the first nine and 14 for the remaining 
holes played, so that for 351 holes the respec- 
tive approximate scores were—Burke 125, 
McConnell 129, which resents super-golf 
by Burke and excellent golt by the loser. 

BURKE’S PERFECT GOLF. 

Whatever doubt there may have been re- 
garding the claim put for ward to Burke being 
the finest amateur in this country was now 
definitely dispelled. It seemed as if he had 
reserved himself for this occasion. He got 
tremendous length with the wooden clubs, 
being always many yards outside the Ulster- 
man, and when he played the iron from the 
‘teeing grounds, as, for instance, at the 
fourth and sixth, so as to avoid the risk of 
being trapped in Klondyke or in the big 
bunker at the sixth, he was little short olf 
McConnell’s best wooden shots. His short 
game was perfect, his pitchers and pitch and 
run shots leaving him with little to do on the 
greens, and his putting when he had a long 
one was executed with a smoothness and 
precision that was heartbreaking to his 
opponent. Try as he might McConnell could 
not cope with such golf, and he must be 
given the credit of for having put up a 
magnificent fight right to the thirteenth hole 
in the evening. 

A detailed description of the play is un- 
necessary. It will suffice to sav that at the 
close of the first round Burke held a lead 
of two holes, but had three twos at the 
eighth, eleventh, and sixteenth. An idea of 
the length of his driving mav be gleaned 
from the fact that to the ninth (334 vards) 
in the morning he was within 30 yards of 
the green. : 

McConnell did splendidly to get a four at 
the eighteenth in the morning to reduce the 
leeway to two holes, but it was then realised 
that the championship had been won by 
Burke; for it meant that to win, McConnell 
would have to concede two holes on eighteen, 
a thing which everyone knew was beyond 
his capabilities, It was rather unfortunate 
that on resuming McConnell should have 
found the bunkers at the green, for it pre- 
vented him getting his four. With three 
holes played, Burke had taken a lead of four, 
and when the turn was reached he was 6 up, 
McConnell having explored the hills from his 
drive to the sixth, and being just a little too 
strong with his pitch to the ninth. It was then 
all over. McConnell had a brilliant three at 
the tenth, which was loudly applauded, but 
then Burke came right away, and with a 
display of fireworks finished it on the 
thirteenth.

The defeat of the Italian crew represent- 

ing the Argentine by Quintin R.C,, a London 
‘eight’ attached to the Polytechnic, in the 
Thames Challenge Cup provided the sensation 
of a day's thrilling racing at Henley Royal 
Regatta yesterday. This result reduced the 
strength of the foreign challenge; for, with 
all eight events well advanced, most of 
them to the semi-final stage, only the two 
American crews in the Thames Cup, and the 
two Oanadians and the German in the 
Diamond Sculls, remain. But for a particu- 
larly sporting action on the part of Jack 
Beresford, four times winner of the Diamond 
Sculls, the Candian opposition might have 
been reduced by the defeat of Joe Wright, 
who won the event two years ago. There is 
no mistaking the strict ethies of rowing at 
Henley, but it seemed hardly necessary for 
Beresford, when he saw his ‘opponent catch 
a crab in the first minute and when the 
Englishman was leading, to wait for him, as 
he did, instead of continuing and making the 
most of Wright’s error. As it was, Wright's 
advantage of over 2st. in weight proved the 
telling factor in the strong head wind. 
Beresford had led for the first half mile, the 

Canadian being threeuarters of a length 
behind at this stage; but Wright was one 
and a half lengths up at the mile, and 
eventually won comfortably. 

Quintin almost rowed themselves out to 
beat the Argentine crew, who led all the 
way until in a grand spurt the home crew 
overhauled them in the last hundred _ yards. 

In company with. Wright in the Diamonds 
are Jack Guest, another 
Boetzelen, the German, and T. D. A, Collet, 
the Wingfield Sculls holder. Princeton Uni- 
versity and Kent School ‘‘ eights,” of 
America, won their heats in the Thames 
Cup, but one must go out to-day, for they 
meet in the next round. . 

Eton again distinguished themselves in 
winning from First Trinity, the holders of 
the Ladies’ Plate, and in the one heat of the 
Grand decided University College, Oxford, 
with the cox, stroke, and four other members 
of this year’s boat race crew, had little 
difficulty in winning from Thames R.C.
